RETAIL TRADE 


IN DECEMBER 


COMPARISON OF 1939 WITH 1938 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
on page 140 a table showing the relation of sales in 
December 1939 to sales in the corresponding period of 
1938. Index numbers showing the relation of certain 
sales in December 1939 to average daily sales in 1937 
are given in a further table. Figures are also given 
comparing the value, at cost, of stocks held, this infor- 
mation being supplied by a smaller number of concerns. 


A fact which should always be borne in mind in con- 
sidering these retail trade statistics is the difficulty of 
securing adequate representation of the smaller indivi- 
dual retailer.

Metnop or Apsgustinc Non-CoMPARABLE FIGURES 


In comparing sales figures for individual concerns 
with the published results, it should be remembered

that retailers use a variety} of accounting periods and 
also that the number of selling days in any calendar 
month varies from year to year. Returns have, there- 
fore, to be adjusted to some extent in order to render 
the sales for 1938 and 1939 comparable when combined 
into districts or other totals. Almost all contributors 
now report regularly the number of days on which sell- 
ing took place in their shops during the period to which 
their figures relate. On each return, therefore, the 
1938 sales are corrected, where necessary, by the appro- 
priate amount to make them comparable with 1939 so 
far as length of period is concerned. The number of 
selling days in the calendar month of December was 
one less in 1939 than in 1988, and accordingly correc- 
tions for differences in length of period were necessary 
on a number of schedules. 


TREATMENT OF TRADE IN NEWLY-OPENED OR CLOSED 
BRANCHES AND DEPARTMENTS 


It must also be remembered that the figures refer, 
as far as possible, only to trade of branches or depart- 
ments which have been established for a year at least 
and which were, therefore, actually in operation in the 
two months for which the return is made. The object 
of this is to minimise the danger of showing as a

general expansion of sales in any district movements 
which are not representative of average operating 
results and which possibly reflect transfers of trade 
from established to newly-opened concerns. Once the 
new branch or department can report its own sales not 
only for the month in the current year but also for the 
same month a year earlier, the percentage movements 
recorded should not be seriously affected, but as the 
first comparison will be with a period of expanding sales 
the published statistics will have a favourable bias. 


SALES 
COMPARISON WITH TWELVE Montus EARLIER 


December.—The money value of daily sales reported 
for December was 1°5 per cent. lower in 1939 than in 
1938. Such abnormal factors as stimulated purchases 
during the autumn have now ceased to operate, and a 
contraction in volume is probable even in those districts 
for which a rise in money sales was recorded. The 
difference between London and the Provinces was again 
clearly marked. Some recovery took place in Central 
and West End London, for the decrease there, 26°9 per 
cent., while serious, was rather smaller than in recent 
months. In Suburban London daily sales fell by 5°8 
per cent., and the one category, miscellaneous and un- 
allocated goods, which showed an increase in this area, 
is not one to which much importance can be attached. 
The rise in the Provincial districts ranged from 2-9 per 
cent, in the North-East to 5°8 per cent. in the South of 
England. 


Sales of food and perishables, amounting to a little 
more than half the total value reported, exceeded the 
corresponding figure for December 1938 by 2°4 per 
cent. This is the smallest increase recorded since 


~ 


June, the increase in November being 5:2 per cent. In 


creases were recorded in December for all five Pro- 


vincial districts; the fall was negligible (0-2 per cent.) 
in Suburban London, but substantial (20:0 per cent.) 
in the Central and West End area. This district normally 
has much higher sales of foodstuffs, etc., in December 
than in any other month, but both in 1938 and in 1939 
sales there were below the usual December level. The 
increases shown by the three Northern areas and the 
Midlands were all in the neighbourhood of 5 per cent., 
but in the South of England the rise amounted to as 
much as 10 per cent. 


There was a fall of 5-2 per cent. in sales of other 
merchandise, due to heavy decreases in London—28:0 
per cent. in the Central and West End area and 12:0 
per cent. in the Suburbs. The five Provincial districts 
showed increases varying from 1:1 per cent. in the 
North-East to 2°5 per cent. in the South of England. 
Sales in each of the main categories in this division 
were lower than a year ago, the fall exceeding 10 per 
cent. in furnishing departments, hardware and sports 
and travel goods. The last-named includes most of 
the sales of Christmas toys, ete. The decreases in 
men’s and boys’ wear (9:0 per cent.) and in boots and 
Shoes (4:8 per cent.) were the first in these categories 
since the outbreak of war. 


February-December.—Total sales for the eleven 
months February-December exceeded those for the 
corresponding period of 1938 by 3-1 per cent. The only 
decrease, 15°7 per cent., was in Central and West End 
London, but the rise in Suburban London was

negligible. Sales were about 5 per cent. higher than 
last year in each of the three Northern areas 
and about 74 per cent. higher in the Midlands 
and South Wales and in the South of 
Iingland. Sales of food and perishables rose by 4:3 per 
cent. There was a decrease of 11:9 per cent. in Central 
and West End London and an increase of 1:0 per cent. 
in the Suburban area. In the other five districts in- 
creases varied only from 4:4 to 69 per cent. Other 
merchandise was higher by 1:8 per cent. In this 
division decreases were recorded for both London 
districts, amounting to 16:2 per cent. in the Central 
and West End area and to 1:4 per cent. in the 
Suburban. Increases in the Provincial districts varied 
from 5°7 per cent. in Scotland to 9-2 per cent. in the 
Midlands and South Wales. In each of these districts 
the rise was larger than the corresponding increase in 


food and perishables. ‘The most marked advance was 


in boots and shoes (7°3 per cent.), and four other cate- 
gories also showed increases. Sales of piece-goods 
declined by 1:1 per cent. and decreases of about 5} per 
cent. were recorded for furnishing departments, hard- 


ware and sports and travel goods. 


INDEX NUMBERS* 


December usually shows a seasonal peak, and the 
1939 figures conformed to expectations, though the 
rise was not as great as in previous years. Total sales 
advanced from 103 in November to 136 in December, 
the corresponding increase in 1938 being from 102 to 
138. The advance was, as in 1937 and 1988, greatest 
in Suburban London and the South of England, 38 
points in each case. 
increase was in Central and West End London, where 
the index rose from 64 to 95; in 1938 the corresponding 


Much the largest proportionate 


rise was from 98 to 130. 


The index for food and perishables, which stood at 
108 in November, reached 125 in December. Every 
district showed a strong upward trend, the Christmas 
expansion, as in earlier years, being noticeably greater 
in Centrul and West End London (where December 
sales were nearly twice those of November) than else- 
where. 


The seasonal rise for other merchandise was as usual 
much steeper than that for food and perishables. In 
the country as a whole sales advanced from 98 to 146. 
The sharpest rise was in Suburban London, amounting 
to over 67 per cent. of the November figure, and the 
smallest (82 per cent.) in the North-East. 
a marked seasonal advance in both the apparel and the 
household indexes, the former rising from 101 to 145 
and the latter from 81 to 109. The rise in both indexes 
was steepest in Suburban London, apparel moving 
from 107 to 176 and household goods from 73 to 110.

STOCKS 


A further increase in stocks was recorded at the end 
of December, when the value reported was 12:4 per 
cent. higher in 1939 than in 1938. The comparable 
figure at the end of November was 9°5 per cent. and at 
the end of October 5:0 per cent. Changes in stocks 
from one year to another vary as a rule within fairly 
narrow limits; and the abnormal increase during the

last quarter must be attributed partly to rising prices, 
partly to larger stocks (in volume) being laid in by 
retailers who expect shortages and partly also to a 
slower rate of stockturn in some kinds of merchandise. 
Every district showed higher stocks than at the end of 
1938, the rise being under 10 per cent. in the London 
areas and ranging up to 16-7 per cent. in Scotland. The

The Ministry of Economie Warfare will also be repre- 
sented on the Council in view of the difficulties which 
sometimes arise for British exporters from the 
measures taken in economic warfare, and the Foreign 
Office will also be represented when any business 
affecting that Department is under consideration. 


TRADING WITH THE ENEMY 
NOTICE TO TRADERS AND OTHERS 


1. The Board of Trade announce that they have 

made an Order, called the Trading with the Enemy 
(Specified Persons) (Amendment) (No. 1) Order, 1940, 
which contains certain additions to and deletions from 
the list of persons specified in the Trading with the 
Enemy (Specified Persons) (Amendment) (No. 4) 
Order, 1939. This latter Order revoked all previous 
Trading with the Enemy (Specified Persons) Orders. 
The new Order came into force on 3 February. 
2. The fourth amending Order directed that 578 
persons (including firms and banks), carrying on busi- 
ness in various foreign countries, shall be deemed to 
be enemies for the purpose of the Trading with the 
Enemy Act. The new Order includes 73 additions and 
four deletions. 

5. Traders, shipowners and others are accordingly 
warned that, as from to-day, it will be unlawful to 
transact business or to have other dealings with any 
persons specified in the Order without permission from 
the Trading with the Enemy Branch (Treasury and 
Board of Trade), Alexandra House, Kingsway, London, 
W.C.2. Offenders will be liable to heavy penalties. 


4. Correspondence with enemies on business matters 
will be permitted in approved cases, but communica- 
tions will not be passed by the censorship authorities 
except with the prior approval of the Trading with the 
Enemy Branch (see below), or, in the case of com- 
munications regarding patents, designs or trademarks, 
with the prior approval of the Patent Office. Persons 
who desire to communicate with an enemy on business 
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matters should therefore forward the communication 
to the Trading with the Enemy Branch or to the 
Patent Office (enclosed in a stamped, open envelope 
addressed to an intermediary in a neutral country), 
under cover of a letter explaining the circumstances in 
which it is desired to send it. 


5. The Order, the text of which is given on

Stationery Office, York House, Kingsway, London, 
W.C.2, under the title of The Trading with the Enemy 
(Specified Persons) (Amendment) (No. 1) Order, 1940

FREIGHT PAYMENTS TO ENEMIES 


The Board of Trade have issued a General Licence 
to the London Chamber of Commerce to pay freight, 
where this has not already been paid, and other neces- 
sary charges to or for the benefit of any enemy on 
behalf of the owner of any cargo in a ship lying at a 
port in any country not being enemy territory, for the 
purpose of obtaining possession of that cargo, provided 
that sums paid in respect of charges other than freight 
shall not exceed an amount equal to 5 per cent. of 
the original ¢.i.f, invoice value of the cargo. The 
previous General Licence dated 24 November 1939 has 
been revoked. 


BANKRUPTCY APPOINTMENTS 


The Board of Trade have appointed Mr. John 
Stanley Snowball, Official Receiver in Bankruptcy for 
the District of the Scarborough County Court, to be 
also Official Receiver in Bankruptcy for the District of 
the York and Harrogate County Courts, with effect 
from 26 January 1940, in the place of Mr. W. A. Kay, 
LL.B., resigned. 

Consequent upon the retirement of Mr. Basil S. 
Briggs, Official Receiver in Bankruptcy for the District 
of the Wakefield and Barnsley County Courts, the 
Board of Trade have appointed Mr. Harry Clifford 
Bowling, Official Receiver in Bankruptcy for the 
Distriet of the Leeds County Court, to be also Official

IMPORT LICENSING 


Notice To Importers No. 29: AMENDMENT 


The issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 
4 January contained a reproduction of Notice to Im- 
porters No. 29 issued by the Import Licensing Depart- 
ment on 80 December 1939 (pages 6-12). 

The following amendment should be made in the 
Second Schedule to the Notice, which contains the 
list of goods in respect of which no individual licences 
will be issued until further notice :— 

Group 1 (page 12 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
notice referred to), the item ‘* Poultry and game, fresh, 
chilled or frozen, whether tinned or not (other than 
chickens, turkeys and guinea fowl) ’’ should read 
‘Poultry and game, fresh, chilled or frozen, whether 
tinned or not (other than fresh, chilled or frozen 
chickens, turkeys and guinea fowl).’’ 


RAYON HOSE FROM FRANCE 


The Board of Trade announce that whereas hitherto 
applications for licences to import rayon hose (stock- 
ings and socks) have been considered only when sub- 
mitted by importers with a past trade with France, 
they are now also prepared to entertain applications 
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tc import these goods from France by firms which have 
a pre-war trade with foreign countries other than 
France, 


EXPORT LICENCES: TIN 


The Board of Trade have made an Order adding tin 
to the metals which, with their alloys, in unwrought 
forms, require licences for export to any destination. 
The Order came into force on 4 February. 


MINISTRY OF SUPPLY: CONTROL ORDERS 


TIMBER 


Softwood and hardwood importers and merchants and 
plywood importers, situate in the United Kingdom, 
should apply at once to the Area Offices of the Timber 
Control for copies of Form T.C. 3/8/Q1—‘‘ Applica- 
tion for Trading Quota to deal in ‘ National Stock ’ of 
timber.’’ 

The application forms, when completed, are to be 
returned, marked ‘‘ Confidential,’’ to the Ministry of 
Supply, Timber Control Department III, Branch 8, 
Bristol. 

Only applications in writing will be considered. 
Members of the timber trade are advised to apply 
promptly for the form so as to give them sufficient 
time to prepare the necessary information required to 
complete it. 

Only applications from importers and merchants will 
be considered. 

PAPER 

The Minister of Supply announces that a scheme for 
rationing paper is under consideration and that the 
necessary Order will shortly be issued under which 
mills will be prohibited, except under licence from the 
Minister, from supplying more than a limited propor- 
tion of paper hitherto supplied to their customers. 

No applications for licences for additional supplies 
of paper will be considered, except in special cases, in 
respect of contracts entered into in writing during the 
period 23 January 1940 to 2 February 1940, inclusive, 
by mills and merchants with their customers. As 
regards contracts entered into in writing on or after 
3 February 1940, no applications for licences will be 
entertained on the solo ground that any such contract 
was in existence on or after that date.

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KEY INDUSTRY DUTY 


EXEMPTION OF ANILINE AND PHTHALIC 
ANHYDRIDE AND CERTAIN METALLIC 
RESIDUES 


The Treasury have made Orders under Section 10 (5) 
of the Finance Act, 1926, as amended by Section 2 (1) 
of the Import Duties (Emergency Provisions) Act, 
1939, exempting certain articles from Key Industry 
Duty from 7 February 1940, viz. aniline and phthalic 
anhvdride until 30 June 1940, and certain metallic 
residues, containing sodium molybdate and/or sodium 
vanadate, until 31 December 1940.

CENSORSHIP PERMITS FOR TRAVELLERS 


Under the provisions of Statutory Order No. 1440, 
dated 16 October 1939, certain prohibitions are imposed 
on the conveyance out of the United Kingdom of 
various forms of printed, written, typescript or pictorial 
matter. 

The prohibitions in question do not apply to such 
matter if conveyed direct from the United Kingdom 
to any British Dominion, any country in North or 
South America (with the exception of Dutch Guiana) 
or their Dependencies, or to France or the Depen- 
dencies of that country. If, however, conveyed to 
such destinations via countries subject to censorship 
restrictions, the prohibitions may be applied. 

In order to assist business men who may desire to 
take with them matter as described above on their 
journeys from the United Kingdom to or via censorable 
countries, the examination of prohibited material will 
now be undertaken at special Travellers’ Censorship 
Offices which have been opened in London, Liverpool 
and Glasgow. 

A pamphlet giving full particulars of the urrange- 
ments, as well as application forms for permission to 
convey out of the country material of the class in 
question, can be obtained by intending travellers from 
the Passport and Permit Offices in London and Liver- 
pool, and the Permit Office in Glasgow, at the time 
they apply for an exit permit. 

The completed application forms must be posted to 
one of the addresses given in the pamphlet at least 
seven days prior to the anticipated date of departure. 
On receipt of the application forms, the Travellers’ 
Censorship Offices will send the travellers a written 
notice of appointment. 


CONTROL OF TRAFFIC AT PORTS 
DESIGNATION OF MEANS OF TRANSPORT 


The Minister of Transport has informed the Port 
Emergency Committees established at the principal 
commercial ports that in certain circumstances he 
would be prepared to make a local Order applicable to 
a particular port, under the Defence (General) Regula- 
tions, 1939. 


The circumstances in which the Order would be made 
cannot be determined in advance, but so far as can be fore- 
seen at present the Minister would not feel justified in mak- 
ing the Order unless he was satisfied that serious congestion 
is threatening or has occurred at the port in question, or 
that one or more of the transport facilities serving the port 
are working under particularly heavy pressure. , 

The effect of the Order when made is that the Port 
Emergency Committee may designate to an importer a 
means of transport (whether by road, rail, canal or coast- 
wise shipping) which will be available during the ensuing 
48 hours for the removal of the goods from the port. If 
the goods are not removed within that period, either by 
the designated means of transport or by some other means 
of transport, the Committee may cause the goods to be 
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conveyed to the place to which they are addressed (or to 
any other place at which it is reasonable to require the 
owner to take delivery) by any means of transport which 
the Committee think fit, at the risk and expense of the 
owner and subject to a lien for the expense. 

The Order will not, without specific renewal, be in force 
for longer than one month. 

The Minister recognises the far-reaching nature of the 
powers contained in the draft Order, which may have the 
effect of depriving the importer of his freedom of choice of 
his means of transport. On the other hand, it is of para- 
mount importance that in time of war the ports shall be 
kept free from congestion and clear for the passage of goods 
through them. It is the Minister’s intention that the 
powers shall not be exercised except when it is clear that 
the national interest so requires. 


The Minister would again urge traders to take all 
possible steps to pass their goods rapidly through the 
ports. 


BRITISH PRISONERS OF WAR IN GERMANY 


DISPATCH OF PARCELS BY RELATIVES OF 
PRISONERS 


On and from 5 February facilities will be available 
whereby one relative of a British prisoner of war or 
civilian interned in Germany may dispatch a postal 
parcel, not exceeding 11 Ibs. in weight, to the prisoner 
once every three months. Such parcels must not 
contain articles of food, except bar chocolate. They 
will be exempt from all postal charges and must bear a 
special label, which will be supplied on application 
made by the next-of-kin to the Seeretary of the Briiish 
Red Cross Society and Order of St. John of Jerusalem, 
Prisoners of War, Wounded and Missing Department, 
The Lord Chamberlain’s Office, St. James’s Palace, 
(Friary Court), London, 8.W.1, who will be prepared 
to suggest articles suitable for inclusion. 

The parcels will be repacked by the British Red 
Cross and Order of St. John, under the supervision of 
the Censorship, before dispatch abroad and after any 
prohibited articles have been withdrawn for return to 
the senders. Particulars of the arrangement can be 
obtained at Post Offices. 

The new arrangements will not affect the existing 
organisation under which the British Red Cross Society 
and Order of St. John dispatch parcels of food, etc., 
at regular intervals to British Prisoners of War and 
civilian internees in Germany. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


TRADE NEGOTIATIONS WITH ARGENTINA 
AND URUGUAY TERMINATED 


The Board of Trade have received information, 
through the Foreign Office, from H.M. Embassy in 
Washington that on 8 January a joint statement was 
issued by the Governments of the United States and 
Argentina to the effect that, in the reciprocal trade 
negotiations between the Governments, notwithstand- 
ing the efforts of both parties, it had not been found 
possible to reach a satisfactory basis to permit the con- 
clusion of an Agreement, and the two Governments 
had agreed to terminate them. 

On the same day the State Department in Washing- 
ton announced that because of the similarity in impor- 
tant respects of the export trade of Uruguay and 
Argentina with the United States, it had been found 
necessary, in view: of the termination of the negotia- 
tions with Argentina, to terminate also the negotia- 
tions with Uruguay.

BOLIVIAN CONSULAR FEES 


With reference to the notice which appeared under 
this heading in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 
ll January (page 44), H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at La 
Paz has now reported that the operation of the Decree 
requiring payment of consular fees to be made in 
foreign currency to the Bolivian Consuls legalising the 
invoices has been indefinitely postponed.

COLOMBIAN EXCHANGE CONTROL 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 


Journal ’’ of 11 January, page 44, the Department of 
Overseas Trade have now received the text of the 
Exchange Control Board Resolution embodying the 
measures referred to therein. The text of this Resolu- 
tion does not add materially to the information already 
given. 

It is gathered that the motive behind the adoption 
of these measures is the adverse effect on the exchange 
position of the continuous fall in coffee prices. At the 
beginning of 1939 there was an exchange surplus of 5:1 
million U.S. dollars, but the movement over the eleven 
months to 80 November 1939 showed a deficit of 6°7

million U.S. dols. While payments for very heavy 
imports during 1939 are now falling due in increasing 
amounts, the fall in coffee prices and decreased imports 
of foreign capital have reduced the receipts of foreign 
exchange. There is thus reason to anticipate delays 
during the next few months in obtaining remittances 
for payments in respect of imports. 


BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 
VOLTAGES 


Since the publication in 1932 of the third edition of 
this British Standard the development in A.C. trans- 
mission and distribution has brought about consider- 
able changes in practice, and the revised edition of 
B.S. 77, recently issued, takes account of this progress. 

The chief change between the old and revised specifica- 
tions is the substitution of two standard voltages—‘‘ system 
voltage’? and ‘‘ declared voltage”? for the four voltages 
included in the 1932 edition. 

System voltage is defined as ‘‘ the voltage between lines 
for which the system is designed and installed,” while the 
‘‘declared voltage’’ is ‘‘the voltage at the consumer 
terminals declared by the undertaker.” 

In the interests of general standardisation the specifica- 
tion is not now confined to new systems,

FLUORESCENT AND PHOSPHORESCENT 
PAINT FOR A.R.P. PURPOSES 


Tho British Standards Institution has recently pub- 
lished as one of the series of BS/ARP Specifications 
being prepared at the request of the Air Raid Pre- 
cautions Department of the Ministry of Home Security 
a Specification (BS/ARP 18) for fluorescent and phos- 
phorescent paint for A.R.P. purposes. 

This Specification was prepared by a Joint Committee of 
the Illuminating Engineering Society and the A.R.P. 
Department of the Ministry of Home Security, and was sub- 
mitted to the B.S.I. for publication. The Specification 
covers fluorescent and phosphorescent paints having a 
maximum brightness of 0-01 equivalent foot candle. 

A method of testing brightness is included. It is realised, 
however, that measurement of brightnesses of the order of 
0-0001 equivalent foot candle by the method indicated may 
be difficult for laboratories not specially equipped for this 
work, and the Committee is therefore endeavouring to pro- 
vide a simple form of brightness test, which, when com- 
pleted, will be issued as an addendum to the Specification.

AUSTRALIA 
TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM, 1938-39 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Australia reports 
that the total imports into Australia from the United 
Kingdom (excluding outside packages) declined from 
£46,229,000 in the fiscal year~ 1937-38 to £40,434,000 in 
1938-39, a decrease of £5,794,000, or 12} per cent. During 
the same period total imports declined from £111,427,000 
to £99,925,000, so that the proportionate share obtained by 
the United Kingdom was slightly lower in 1938-39 than in 
the previous year. The following table indicates the 
changes in recent years in the proportion of Australia’s

The reasons for the rise in the United Kingdom share 
between 1935-36 and 1936-37 and the subsequent partial 
decline in 1937-38 is attributed to the effects of the Com- 
monwealth’s ‘‘Trade Diversion’’ policy inaugurated in 
1935-36, the final abandonment of which in 1938 is reflected 
in the continued fall in the United Kingdom’s share of the 
import trade in 1938-39 to approximately the same level 
as in 1935-36. 

The decline in total imports in 1938-39 as compared with 
the previous year was largely due to reduced purchasing 
power consequent on lower prices obtained for Australia’s 
main exportable products, plus the effect of drought con- 
ditions on the surplus of wheat available for export. 

With the exception of the group comprising drugs and 
chemieals, all the more important classes of goods showed 
declines in imports from the United Kingdom in 1938-39 
as compared with the previous year. Prominent items in

CANADA 
MINERAL PRODUCTION IN 1939 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has re- 
ceived from the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa, a 
preliminary estimate of Canada’s mineral production in 
i939 indicating a total value of 470,179,000 doliars, which 
is an all-time record for the mining industry in the 
Dominion. The total represents an increase of 6 per cent. 
when compared with 1938 and of 3 per cent. over the pre- 
vious high record of 457,359,092 dols. attained in 1937. New 
output records were established for antimony, gold, copper, 
zine, nickel, cadmium, crude petroleum, natural gas, 
gypsum, sulphur, and lime. Several new gold mines 
reached the production stage and the gold productive field 
was widened, while iron ore was produced on a commercial 
scale for the first time in sixteen years. 

Last year’s production of metals, also a record total, 
reached 339,534,000 dols., as compared with 323,075,154 
dols. in 1938, and 334,165,243 dols. in the previous year. 
Production of coal, natural gas, peat and crude petroleum, 
aggregated 70,757,000 dols., as compared with 64,803,294 
dols. in 1938. Other non-metallies are up from 20,066,123 
dols. to 24,427,000 dols., and the output of clay products 
and other’ structural materials has 1

On the whole, conditions were favourable for agri- 
culture and enabled the sowing of barley to be completed 
and that of wheat to be continued. 


Lifting of late crops of 
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potatoes was also continued under favourable conditions. 
Prices of agricultural produce not governed by tariffs showed 
a tendency to rise. 

Wheat sowing is nearing completion, and, owing to the 
favourable weather and to the timely issue of seed loans by 
the Department of Agriculture, it is expected that an area 
slightly in excess of that of last year will be sown. Prices 
are governed by a tariff, but it is believed that stocks are 
being held up owing to dissatisfaction with the high price 
of flour, which is not controlled. 

Barley sowing is completed and early development is 
satisfactory. The area sown is normal and has not been 
reduced by the larger area sown to wheat. The sowing of 
oats continues. 

The lifting of potatoes continued during the month and 
high prices were realised. Preparation of the land for the 
new crop is well advanced. 

Prices of seed cotton and lint have risen. 

Sowing of the local variety of linseed has started. 

Carobs: Condition of trees good. Flowering normal. 

Legumes: A larger area has been sown with broad beans 
and the crop is coming on very satisfactorily. Large plant- 
ings of vicos and vetches are also being carried out. 

Winter vegetables are now plentiful.—Government of 
Cyprus London Office.

Both imports and exports were lower in value during the 
first nine months of 1939 than in the corresponding period 
of 1938. 

In the case of imports, most classes of commodities were 
in excess of the previous year, the principal exceptions 
being metals, metal manufactures, machinery and vehicles, 
in which the value fell from £3,441,000 in the first nine 
months of 1938 to £2,957,000 in the period under review. 
The value of imports of fibres, yarns, textiles and apparel 
rose from £1,239,000 to £1,306,000 and in foodstuffs from 
£521,000 to £540,000. 

Exports of merchandise, excluding gold, fell from 
€4,852,000 to £4,518,000, largely on account of the smaller 
value of tobacco, which declined from £1,260,000 to 
£1,058,000. There was also a decrease in exports of minerals, 
earthenware and glassware, etc., from £1,264,000 to 
€1,220,000 and in foodstuffs from £544,000 to £386,000. 
Gold, which forms nearly half of the total exports from 
Southern Rhodesia, was valued at £4,387,000 in the period 
wy review, as against £4,231,000 in the first nine months 
of 1938.

The ‘‘ Aden Colony Gazette ’’ of 13 December 1939 con- 
tains a copy of Notice No. 7818 which provides that no 
further import licences will be issued for goods ordered by 
them, and consigned after 11 December 1939, from neutral 
countries in Europe other than Eire, save on the condition 
that their shippers obtain Certificates of Origin and Interest 
from a British or French Consular Officer in the Euro- 
pean country concerned and, in order to avoid delay in 
release of such goods, such certificates should accompany 
the goods on board the vessel. The form of certificate 
is substantially the same as that appearing under Cyprus.

IMPORT LICENSING REGULATIONS 

With reference to the notice 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”? of 7 December 1939 (pages 
774-777) and subsequent notices, the Board of Trade have 
heen informed by the High Commissioner for Australia that 
a second licensing period has now been fixed, commencing 
1 February and ending 31 March 1940. During this period 
licences may be issued for the importation of goods from 
non-sterling countries in categories A, B and C on the basis 
of one-sixth of the value of the same goods imported during 
the base year 1938-39.

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The “ British Guiana Official Gazette ’? of 18 December 
1939 contains a copy of two Orders of the same date pub- 
lished as Gazette Notices Nos. 959 and 960, which provide 
for certain restrictions on goods imported into British 
Guiana. 


Gazette Notice No. 959 prohibits the importation of food- 
stuffs of every description from the United Kingdom save 
under licence. 


Gazette Notice No. 960 prohibits the importation of goods 
and articles of every description the produce or manufac- 
ture of Canada, Newfoundland, Hong Kong, and all foreign 
countries, from the British West Indies, save under special 
licence. The Order also provides for the deletion of the 
words ‘‘the Sudan” from the Order mentioned in the 
Notice at page 844 of the “ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 
28 December 1939. 


IMPORTATION OF TEXTILES 


The ‘ British Guiana Official Gazette’? of 23 December 
1939 contains a copy of the Importation of Textiles (Suspen- 
sion of Quotas) Regulations, 1939, dated 22 December and 
coming into force on i January 1940, which suspend the 
textile quota regulations previously in force in British 
Guiana, and provides that textiles containing 50 per centum 
or more, by weight, of cotton or of artificial silk or of 
cotton and of artificial silk combined shall only be imported 
into the Colony from the United Kingdom :—

5. It shall be lawful for the Comptroller to permit the 
importation not later than 30 June 1940 of regulated 
textiles in respect of which the importer was on 31 Decem- 
ber 1939 in possession of a valid licence under the provisions 
of the Importation of Textiles (Quotas) Ordinance if it is 
shown to the satisfaction of the Comptroller that such 
textiles were paid for or irrevocably ordered not later than 
31 December 19239, and if the importer submits in respect 
of such textiles a return and declaration of origin as 
required by Section 4 of the Importation of Textiles 
(Quotas) Ordinance. 


6. Nothing in this Order contained shall be deemed to 
absolve any person from compliance with the provisions of 
the Import (Certificates of Origin and Interest) Order, 1940. 


CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN AND INTEREST

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manuv- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at New Public Offices, Great 
George Street, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is 
of a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as 
the following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general 
conditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for 
particular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign 
competition and suggestions for meeting it; methods of 
distribution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of 
payment, etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of 
United Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suit- 
able to act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom 
firms; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regula- 
tions, statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates 
of Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; 
Consular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms visiting Overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having Overseas agents to notify 
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the respective Overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in- 
jormed of any changes that may take place in their Over- 
seas representation. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 
The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 


the supply of information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the appli-

Department, and the delay involved in communicating with 
the officers abroad can therefore often be avoided. Should 
the information required not be available in London, the 
Department will make all necessary enquiries abroad on the 
applicant’s behalf.

EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


PROVISION FOR ProtEecTION AGAINST Loss 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised 
to give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The 
guarantees may be given to, or for the benefit of, any 
person, firm or company carrying on business in the United 
Kingdom, and the goods, generally speaking, must be home 
produced, i.e. wholly or partly produced or manufactured 
in the United Kingdom. 


These guarantees protect exporters of goods sold on short 
credit against losses which may arise from the insolvency 
of their oversea customers or against frozen debts caused 
by exchange restrictions in the country of the buyer. 


Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. In the case of most countries the second 
may be covered by a Transfer Risk Addendum issued to 
holders of that policy on payment of a supplementary 
premium. The countries for which such cover is available, 
and the forward period for which it can be given, are 
determined from time to time. 


Crepits TO PURCHASERS OF PLANT, MacHINERY, Ero. 


Firms in the engineering and allied industries are often 
asked to give medium-term credits of from one to five years 
© purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be

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governments, municipalities or private traders. In the 
case of private buyers the risk covered by the Department 
is the loss which may be sustained from the insolvency of 
the buyer. In the case of governments, municipalities and 
other public bodies the Department’s guarantee covers ex- 
porters against the risk of default. The question of raising 
funds for financing this kind of contract is frequently a 
matter of difficulty. Experience has shown that in such 
cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by the Depart- 


ment’s guarantees.
